The presence of the signatures in the structured database required an identifier (key for a database to sort on), a virus nanne 
(Nachenberg, column 2. lines 43-45 showed that virus signatures previously presented in column 1 ARE specific to a single virus; 
therefore said virus was stored with its associated name for identification purposes in the database), virus definition (virus signature), and 
removal sentences (needed for the removal performed in Nachenberg, column 1, lines 40-45). 

The object code providing operations to clean the identified computer virus from the computer system was taught in column 1, lines 40- 
41. By identification of virus strains for removal, Nachenberg also has stated that the object code to perform said removal was present in 
the system. 

Applicant argued Nachenberg failed to disclose the conversion of a virus definition set, comprising binary data coding instructions to 
detect and clean computer viruses, into a virus definition record, comprising an identifier, at least one virus name, and virus definition, 
and removal sentences. All of Applicant's argued missing components of the identifier, virus name, and virus definition and removal 
sentences were previously shown in these remarks. 

Applicant argued Nachenberg failed to disclose accessing the virus definition records in the structured virus database to perform at least 
one of adding, removing, and replacing a virus definition record. Column 1, lines 44-45 of Nachenberg taught the signature database 
was updated frequently to detect the latest viruses. The updating of the Nachenberg database with information to detect the latest 
viruses required adding and/or replacing virus definition records with the updated data.
